Berlin, via Amsterdam, April 27. 


(By United Press)—The crisis in the 
German-American situation growing 
out of the submarine controversy has 
virtually passed. 
There will be no 


rupture of diplomatic relations pred- 
icated on any developments to date. 
The United Press is able to make 
this statement today on most reliable 
authority. 


Pending negotiations for a more 


complete understanding, German sub- 
marine commanders will 
be under 


certain explicit instructions from the 
admirality. 
What their instructions 


will be is not known. They will be 
of such a nature, however, as to fur- 
nish assurance that there will be no 
repetition of the acts complained of 
by the United States while negotia- 
tions are in progress.

President White Says Committee Will 


Remain Firm on Stand of Commit- 
tee—Strike Inevitable IB Opinion. 


New York, April 27.—The general 


committee, representing the miner* of 
the three anthracite districts of Penn- 
sylvania, indorsed at a meeting here 
today the report of their subcommit- 
tee which yesterday refused to accept 
the offers of the subcommittee of ope- 
rators in respect to the miners' de- 
mands. 


These included only partial conces- 


sions and refusal of the miners' de- 
mands for recognition of the United 
Mine Workers of America and the 
employment of the so-called "check- 
off" system. 


John P. White, president of the 


United Mine Workers, said the com- 
mittee would remain firm on the stand 
taken by the subcommittee, which will 
be reported to a joint general con- 
ference of miners and operators to- 
morrow. 


Firm for "Check-off" 


Wilfces-Barre, Pa., April 27.—Mine 


workers in the anthracite fields will 
stand by their leaders to a man in 
their demands for recognition of the 
union and the check off. It is believed 
by miners generally that if the check 
off is not obtained now, it will be lost 
forever. 


In years past, operators have al- 


ways refused to recognize the union 
on the claim that unionists were in 
the minority. Because of that fact, 
union leaders and men started out 
four years ago to thoroughly organise 
the ranks. | The result is that in the 
anthracite field more than 90 per cent. 
of the workers today are; members of' 
the miners' organization. 


In all parts of the anthracite fields, 


the mine -workers arc prepared 
to 


back their leaders. 
Miners do not 


want a strike. 'They'believe that they 
are entitled to an eight-hour day and 
increased wj&es, but they do not want 
the concessions unless the check off is 
granted. . They argue that conditions 
were never better tit stand on the 
recognition demand and; that it is now 
or never so far as the check off is 
concerned.

New York, April 27.—The general 


committee, representing the miner* of 
the three anthracite districts of Penn- 
sylvania, indorsed at a meeting here 
today the report of their subcommit- 
tee which yesterday refused to accept 
the offers of the subcommittee of ope- 
rators in respect to the miners' de- 
mands. 


These included only partial conces- 


sions and refusal of the miners' de- 
mands for recognition of the United 
Mine Workers of America and the 
employment of the so-called "check- 
off" system. 


John P. White, president of the 


United Mine Workers, said the com- 
mittee would remain firm on the stand 
taken by the subcommittee, which will 
be reported to a joint general con- 
ference of miners and operators to- 
morrow. 


Firm for "Check-off" 


Wilfces-Barre, Pa., April 27.—Mine 


workers in the anthracite fields will 
stand by their leaders to a man in 
their demands for recognition of the 
union and the check off. It is believed 
by miners generally that if the check 
off is not obtained now, it will be lost 
forever. 


In years past, operators have al- 


ways refused to recognize the union 
on the claim that unionists were in 
the minority.
